ier—three on each side and two on the outboard 
end, These elevators will be of what is known on 
the Pacific Coast as the “Barlow” type, being so 
constructed that when the elevator is lowered an 
apron will project cut into the sideport of a ship 
lying alongside, thus enabling freight to be moved 
irectly from the ship to the dock by means of trucks, 
Most of the coastwise boats load and unload from 
their side ports, while the ocean going steamers of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company, with the ex- 
ception of the “Empress of Australia,” use side ports 
for the loading and unloading of silk and of baggage. 
The deck above these Barlow elevators will be con- 
structed of a steel bridge, which will carry two rail- 
way tracks and one crane rail. Mechanism will be

Two ten-ton baggage elevators connecting the 
niain deck with the baggage room on the upper deck 
of the headhouse will be installed.
